II.  CHARACTER  OF  TRaDE  OF  PORT

The  water  used  in  the  Docks  is  supplied  by  the  Portsmouth 
later  Company.  Vessels  in  dock  are  supplied  from  hydrants  on 


the  quay  from  the  same  source.  There  are  two  water  boats 
("Fenna"  and  "Eclair")  in  use.  These  are  both  in  good 
sanitary  condition,  and  are  periodically  inspected. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  drinking  water  to  ships 
arriving  at  and  leaving  the  port,  the  precautions  as 
indicated  in  previous  reports  are  taken  before  water  is 
supplied.

VII. FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  importations  of  food-stuffs  are  small  in  amount,  these 

/being 


being  chiefly  potatoes,  flour,  sugar,  margarine,  bacon,  butter 
and  tinned  foods.  During  the  year  no  adverse  reports  were 
made  by  the  Veterinary  Officer. 

Shell-fish  -  There  is  now  no  oyster-laying  in  Langstone 
Harbour. 

During  the  year  no  action  was  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937,  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925 
to  1939,  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations, 

1926,  and  the  Public  Health  (Shellfish)  Regulations,  1934. 

The  number  of  livestock  landed  at  the  docks  from  the 
Isle  of  i/ight  was  477.  (Horses  53,  Cattle  50,  Sheep  272, 

Calves  62  and  Pigs  40)  During  the  inspections  of  livestock 
no  clinical  evidence  of  the  existence  of  any  contagious  and 
notifiable  diseases  was  found.
